Cut from your cardboard a mount, making 
it exactly the sise of the piece of glass you 
have chosen. A dark mount, if preferred, 
may be bought for a few pence and gummed 
over the white cardboard. Make a small slit 
with a penknife near the top of the mount 
(being careful to place it in the centre Hine). 
Next take one of the little brass rings, slip a 
piece of tape about one inch in length through 
it, and pass the two ends of the tape through 
the slit which you have made, stretching 
each end of tape on the right ‘side of the 
mount and fastening it down with gum. 

Now lightly gum the back of the, picture at 
ite corners only and place it in the centre of

Place the glas, which must be well 

lished, over the picture, holding it in place 
by means of the paper clip. The picture is 
then ready to passe-partout. 

Cut four strips from your passe-partont roll, 
cutting each strip the smallest fraction of an 
inch longer than your glass. 

Dip each strip in turn into boiling water; 
then as quickly as possible bind the picture. 
The binding may be arranged so as to ‘show a 
deep or narrow rim, according to taste. 

As each edge is bound it is well to press it 
for a few moments beneath a heavy weight. 

Make the corners as peat as possible, clip- 
ping off the superfluous ends of passe-partout 
with a scissors. 

Leave the whole picture under a weight for 
a few hours, then look at it and behold the 
finished article! You will wonder why so few 
xeople patronise such a profitable home 
industry.

A KIDNAPPED SOLDIER’S 
ORDEAL. 


A remarkable story was told by a private 
ín the national Army, named atrick 
Donegan, of 3 Ponder’s Court, Dorset street, 
Dublin, who was found at about 2 p.m. en 
Tuesday, tied with ropes to a tree in a plan- 
tation| near the Drumcondra tramway ter- 
minus. 

Donegan is at home on leave from the 
Curragh. He states that he was going along 
Parnell squaré, on Sunday night, when he 
was seized by three armed men, placed on a 
hackney car and driven, to Drumeondra, where 
he was taken to a lane and questioned about 
military matters at the Curragh. 

When he refused to answer questions a 
cap was placed over his eyes, and after being 
driven about for some time be was taken to 
the wood in which he was ultimately found 
tied to a tree. He was released after a pain- 
{ul experience of some 40 hours. 

As a result of his sufferings, Donegan is 
a patient in St. Vincent’s Hospital, Dublin, 
suffering from exposure and nervous strain. 

On inquiry at the hospital last evening it 
was learned that his condition shows some 
improvement.

PROPAGANDA IN U.S. 


FREE STATE COMMENTS ON 
EXTREMISTS’ STATEMENTS. 


The Publicity Department of the Free 
State Government has issued the following :— 

‘Samples of irregular propaganda in 
‘America, contained in newspaper cuttings to 
hand, indicate the unscrupulous methods 
which the irregulars adopt on foreign plat- 
forms in order to bolstér up their case against 
the Treaty. 

“The Newark Evening News, for Novem- 
ber 27th, 1922, reports a speech by Miss 
linda Kearns, in which the following state- 


_gnents were made :— 


(1) ‘The Treaty would give England 
the most extensive ports in Ireland, and 
that, even if the King’s representative 
permitted Ireland’s Parliament to build 
shipping, consent would have to be 
secured from the Governor-Genera] for 
these Irish ships to stop at Irish ports.’ 

[' Everyone who has the Treaty knows 
this to be not only false, but absurd. The 
four (not EE in guestion are not given 
to England; England, under the Treaty, will 
enjoy barbour. facilities. but these will in no 
way interfere with Irish shipping. It may 
he added that between this section of the 
Treaty and the corresponding section of Docu- 
ment No. 2 there is no practical difference.’’] 

(2) “Three regiments of British troops 
were disbanded and given their fare to 
Ireland... . . These are the men who 
are robbing and committing crimes, which 
you people are told are committed by Re- 
Ailean” 

I" Everyone in Ireland knows the first part 
of this statement to be false. The second is 
even more absurd, for the irregulars have 
never been able to repudiate responsibility for 
their, deeds; in fact, until quite recently they 
seemed to glory in them.” 

í (3) *‘ Thatched cottages in the West of 

Ireland are being destroyed by Free 
Staters.”” 

TF“ It is equally well known that this is 
false. The policy of destruction of houses is 
& é - has — adopted only by the irregu- 
ars.” 
(4) “ In addition to 11,000 prisoners in 

jail, 400,000 men are fighting in the Re- 
publican Army.” 

IT“ This is so absurd that it hardly needs 
temment. e active irregulars are, of 
course, numbered only in hundreds, and, as 
their activities show, they do not fight; 
usually they confine themselves to destruction 
or to atta on unarmed individuals, as the 
lress reports daily indicate.’’} 

(5) ““ When Jim Davis was executed his 
eyes were plucked out.”’ 

(‘No person of this name has been 
pxecuted. A lie of this kind uttered on a 
toreign platform indicates the depths to which 
the irregulars have descended in defamation 
of their Motherland.’’] 

“ At the same meeting Mrs. Hanna Sheehy 
Skeffington said taat the Irish Government 
were renegades, and ‘deserved a traitors 
fate.” She described herself as ‘a Pacifist.’ 
She also said, what needs no refutation here, 
that ‘General Macready was directing the 
war on behalf of the national troops.’ 

“ These are merely samples of statements 
which the nature of their case forces the 
irregulars to utter. In connection with their 
‘atrocity’ allegations, it is interesting to 
quote a paragraph from a report, da the 
24th September, made by the irregular ‘ Act-

“I received a most cordial letter in reply, 
informing me of the Prince’s approaching visit 
to India and promising that the request of the 
citizens of Belfast would not be Jost sight of 
in the future. Let us all hope we may have the 
‘honour of a visit before this year closes.” 


ULSTER’S OPPORTUNITY. 


The Primate of Ireland proposed the toast 
of ‘‘The Governor, and Prosperity to 
Northern Ireland.” It was, he said, a toast 
unique in the history of the Province. They 
honoured the Governor because he repre- 
sented the King, and because he was a mem- 
ber of one of their greatest historic families. 
The Governor recollected that when he was 
a child he lived in the City of Dublin. 
Dublin was a place to live in in those days. 
(Loud laughter.) It was one of the most 
brilliant capitals in Europe, and one of the 
reasons which made it so brilliant wag the 
fact that the first Duke of Abercorn; the 
grandfather of their Governor, filled the office 
of Lord Lieuterant. 

If they were to go through the whole 
records of the Lords Lieutenant of Ireland 
they would find that that Viceroyalty was the 
most brilliant and the most successful in the 
history of their country, so that their 
Governor was one who had great traditions 
of public service and of public leadership. 

e (the speaker) had been in England many 
times since the present arrangement was fore- 
shadowed and then made, and people said 
to him, “Can that little Ulster stand alone? 
Can she form a State which will be able to 
fill a sufficient space in the communities of 
the British Empire ?’’ 

When they looked to the history óí man- 
kind they found that those places and those 
States which had done most for humanity 
were small ones. Ulster had the elements 
to make her great. (Applause.) First of all, 
she had a commanding position, relatively, 
with the surrounding..countries on the sea. 
She had her own harbour, which she dug for 
herself. (Applause.) She had a splendid 
commerce, which she had built up in the 
face of many difficulties, and God grant that 
it ‘would grow and flourish exceedingly. 
(Hear, hear.) But Ulster was not merely a 
commercial and industries] community; she 
was the most agricultural part of Ireland. 


THE PEOPLE’S PART. 

& What would make Ulster great to-day’ 
It was the character and quality of her 
people. When they looked back to the last 
two or three centuries and traced the histo 
of the province, and thought of what Ulster s 
sons had achieved at home and in Great 
Britain, in the great British Empire, and 
throughout the world, he was sure that God 
had for them a great and glorious destiny.” 


AN ULSTERMAN FOR ULSTER. 

The Marquis of Dufferin and Ava, Speaker 
of the Northern Senste, in nding, said 
that he could not imagine what thought would 
enter the mind of the Governor were he ad- 
dressing that gathering for the first occasion 
after assuming his high office—‘‘but I will 
express on his behalf the great honour and the 
very great pleasure it has given him that His 
Majesty should have chosen him to be the 
first Governor of the Ulster people. I will 
venture to do this because I know that those 
are his feelings—he could have no other. 
fhe honour is, amyhow, a great one, but the 
pleasure is in his case increased and doubly 
enhanced by the fact that he will not be 
going to a strange country, as must generally 
be the caso with most newly-appointed 
Governors, but he is coming home to his own 
Ulster people, whom he knows so well, and 
whose troubles and anxieties he has already 
shared for so many years; and we may be 
quite sure that His Grace will devote his best 
energies to the interests and the welfare~ej his 
beloved people of Northern Ireland. : 

“I am ectly convinced of one thing— 
that His Majesty could not have made an ap- 
pointment which could have Em greater 
satisfaction to His Majesty’s Ulster subjects. 
We men of the North are very clannish, and 
we believe that, however perfect a man may 
be, he is improved by being en Ulsterman, 
and so we naturally fer that he who is 
placed over us should belong by bigth to our 
province. . 

ULSTER WITHIN THE EMPIRDP. 
“I will now turn to the second part of the 
toast, ‘Prosperity to Northern Ireland.’ The 
erity and the peace and happiness of 
orthern Ireland must be our dearest wish; 
but I feel sure that there is hardly a person 
here to-day who, when drinking that toast, 
was not in his heart ex ing the same wish 
for the whole of Ireland. 

“However prosperous and however happy 
we might be here in the North, our content- 
ment, I am sure, would be increased if we had 
also the knowledge that the murders and 
outrages which have been taking place in the 
South had ceased, and that the Government 
of the Free State were working out their own 
salvation with the good-will of the whole of 
her people. 

““Í have used the words ‘ her own salvation,’ 
and I would underline the word ‘own,’ be- 
cause, reading the article which Mr. Cosgrave 
has lately written in T he J'imes, I cannot help 
feeling that it is his intention, when once his 
own problems are less pressing, to attempt to 
save us from our present miserable plight of

“I suppose he means the South of Ireland ; 
but I can assure him that it would be useless 
to even attempt to put into words the 
antipathy of the people of the North of Ire- 
land to being torn asunder from Great Britain. 
We will do all we can to have peace and quiet 
in the North of Ireland, and we will do 
nothing to disturb the peace of the South ; but 
Mr. Cosgrave and his Government must leave 
us alone, refrain from casting covetous eyes on 
our province, and allow us to work out our 


own destiny without interference.” (Ap- 


plause.)

MOTOR TAXATION, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—In submitting the Government's new 
taxation formula to the country, Mr. Blythe 
makes one definite statement that has no 
foundation on ‘fact—é.¢., that the trade and 
other interests had not made much objection 
to the actual weight of the tax. It is hard to 
understand the publication of this statement, 
in view of the fact that the combined motoring 
interests of the Free State have for months 

urged upon the Government, in inter- 
views and letters, that, unless a substantial 
reduction in the weight of the motor tax was 
made—we pressed for 50 per cent. reduction— 
the entire motor industry was in danger of 
collapse. 

The Government's new scheme gives no 
real relief and will not lead to that revival of 
motoring necessary to| keep the industry alive 
in this country. If it is persisted in, it will 
further antagonise those who are compelled to 
use cars, and experience has proved that, with 
the tax so unfair and unpopular, every effort 
will be made to evade payment, while a re- 
duced tax would be paid cheerfully not only 
by all present car-users, but also by the large 
number of new motorists who would, by the 
lower tax, be induced to purchase cars. The 
result would be increased revenue to the 
Government and a much-needed stimulus to 
the Irish motor industry, on which so many 
thousands of people depend for their liveli- 


All that is needed is that the Government 
shall alter the divisor from 160 te 300, and, 
as the period of grace for payment of the tax 
does not expire until the 15th inst., there is 
time for the Government to make this much- 
needed concession, which, expert opinion is 
convinced, will increase rather than diminish 
revenue.—Yours, etc.

THE TREATMENT OF CATTLE. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Six,—You would confer a great benefit on 


,

the Irish farming community of all classes— 
especially the rearersof young stock, who are 
now in the majority—if you would draw their 
attention to the absolute necessity of prevent- 
ing the barbarous treatment to which cattle 
are subjected at fairs and on their transit 
to market. — First, they are beaten into a 
fair, and kept the greater part of a day on 
the streets, probably standing on broken 
stones, instead of being sold in a fair green. 
They are held up in bunches, with the aid 
of sticks. When sold they are beaten and 
battered through the fair to the railway 
station. They are held together there (pro- 
bably for hours) by the same treatment. 
When the train arrives there is a rush for 
wagons, and the unfortunate animals again 
are beaten unmercifully into the train. They 
are unloaded—sick, sore, cold, and hungry— 
at the North Wall, to. be driven to the cattle 
boat, beaten not only by drovers, but by any 
or every idler on the quays who seems to 
find amusement in striking the wretched 
animals as they pass by. They are in a 
pitiable state when they come off the boat, 
and under the new regulations they will be 
detained six days: before being sold. 

After the lst of April our cattle will have 
to compete with Canadian cattle that have 
been carefully loaded, without a mark of a 
stick, put on board specially built steamers 
with the utmost care, well fed, watered, kept 
warm, clean, and dry, until they arrive at 
their destination. It is needless to say which 
lot an experienced farmer will draw his supply 
from—the one fresh, healthy! and well cared; 
the other jaded, worn out, the flesh beaten 
to pulp, unable either to rest or feed. 

‘It is incumbent on those in authority to 
take steps at.once to prevent abuse of stock 
at fairs and railway stations. By means of 
heavy fines this can be accomplished, suitable 
persons being appointed to carry it out. 
Transit arrangements, both by rail and sea, 
should be altogether changed, and every pre- 
caution should be taken to provide for the 
safety and well-being of the cattle, which are 
our staple ‘industry. Unless steps are taken 
to ensure that the Irish cattle arrive at their 
destination in a better condition thah the 
Canadians, the Irish cattle trade will be a 
losing game for those engaged in it.— Yours,

'At the meeting of Dail Eireann yesterday, 
the Speaker took the chair at 5.10 p.m. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson (Labour) asked the 
Minister for Agriculture whether he was aware 
of the continuous felling of trees in the dis- 
trict around Bray, and the export of timber 
from Bray Harbour; whether he had power 
to prevent or restrict this destruction of scenic 
beauty and depletion of natural resources by 
limiting the export of timber and compelling 
re-planting of trees: to replace those felled ; 
and, if he had not sufficient powers at pre- 
sent, whether he proposed to ask for such 
powers to be conferred. 

The Minister of Agriculture stated that the 
felling of trees around Bray had been proceed- 
ing For many years, but that work was 
common t5 all parts oí [reland, and he was not 
aware that the Bray district was exceptional 
in this respect. The export of timber from 
Bray Harbour was on a very small scale at 
present 

A bill was being prepared in which it was 
proposed to ask the Oireachtas for the ers 
— for the preservation of woodlands, 
and consultations with representatives of the 
various interests affected were being arranged. 
The Ministry was rn gps one at the areas 
near/Bray from which timber had been cut, 
and that area would be replanted as soon as 
the necessary preliminary arrangements had 
been made. 


COMMANDEERED CAR. 


Mr John Butler (Labour) asked the-Minister 
for Defence whether he was aware that on 
the órd of August a Ford touring car, the pro- 
perty of Daniel Devitt, Racecourse, Cashel, 
was commandeered by Free State troops on 
the authority of Diarmuid O Riain, Com- 
mandant and. Tipperary Brigade, for the use 
of the army; also, whether he was aware that 
& claim. had been lodged for the value of the 
car and loss sustained ; whether he had caused 
inquiries to be made into the case with a 
view to the immediate settlement of the 
claim. 

President Cosgrave, replying on behalf of 
bone Minister for Defence, said a claim had been 
received by the Minister in connection with 
the alleged commandeering of Mr. Devitt's 
car by Free State troops. Inquiries into the 
matter would be expedited as much as pos- 
gible. 


THE RAILWAYS. 


MR. McGRATH’S STATEMENT. 


Mi. Thomas Johnson asked if the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce had any statement 
to make regarding the railway position. 

Mr. McGrath, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said that he had a very long state- 
ment to make, and, if the House degifed, it 
could be made now, and the discussion upon 
it could follow later on. 

The Chairman said that he thought the feel- 
ing of the House was in favour of this pro- 
redure. 

The Ministry fer Industry and Commerce 
then read the statement, which said that to 


understand the present position of things it 


was necessary to go back to the time when 
control by the British Government ceased in 
August, 1921. 

Shortly after that date the question of wages 
and conditions of employment was referred to 
an arbitration tribunal set up by agreement 
between the railway companies and the rail- 
way trade unions. He detailed the result of 
the tribunal and the Carrigan award, with the 
rircumstances that followed. 

Continuing, Mr. McGrath said that the Pro- 
visional Government appointed its own Com- 
mission, which began its inquiry in May, 
1922. [Before the reports submitted by the 
Commission were published the six months’ 

veriod during which the agreement of 
ann, 17th was to run, drew to an end, 
and the agreament of Februarv 17th was ex- 
tended to December 3lst. . The companies, 
however, reported that in some cases their 
financial position was at that, time such that 
no guarantee could be given that icular 
lines could be kept open so long as ber 
ólst on the terms of the February agreement. 

The negotiations that took place during 
11922 were described by the Minister, who de- 
tailed the Government's efforts to prevent a 
stoppage of work. The Government was 
unable to accept either the minority or the 
majority report of the Railway Commission. 

It was not satisfied that the true financial 
position or future prospects of the railwe- 
system in all its parts was so clearly ascer- 


" tainable that a considered opinion could be 


formed as to the advisability or otherwise of 
ownership by the State. 


WHITE ELEPHANT. 

Much thought had to be given to the ques- 
tion of how far the existing railways were 
really adapted to the needs of the country, 
how far they really served the public in- 
terest, and how far they were in parts com- 
paratively useless before the State agreed to 
purchase what might turn out to be, in some 
respects, a white elephant. 

In any ease, purchase by the State would 
§nvolve a financial operation which both of 
the Commission’s reports recognised would be 
embarrassing to the State at the present time. 

Briefly stated, the Government's policy was 
to see that the present owners of the Irish 
railways brought the transport service for 
which they were responsible to the highest at- 
tainahle degree of efficiency and economy. It 
would then be comparatively easy to deter- 
mine whether the railway svstem was cap- 
alle, under private management, of ade- 
quately meeting the country’s needs and of 
providing reasonable conditions for its em- 
ployés. 

But the Government was not prepared, 
while the admittedly antiquated and wasteful 
arrangement of some railway 
undertakings, with 28 separate and distinct 
managements, remained in existence, to con- 
clude that ivate enterprise was so incap- 
able of providing an adequate railway service 
as to necessitate the State taking over the 
uncertain, and probably onefous, burden that 
nationalisation might involve. 

In December, 1922, the jes were 
definitely informed that the policy favonred 
by the Governemnt. was the unification of the 
whole railway system under one ; 
and the securing of the maximum economies 
in organisation and administration that uni- 
fication rendered possible.

The Government suggested that those com- 
panies, and any others in a position to main- 
tain existing es and conditions, should 
meet the trade unions, with a view to draw- 
ing up a definite agreement.

In the case of the Great Southern and 
Western, and possibly in the case of other 
lines also, even had the unions agreed to 
accept the reduction of 3s.

Nor would the Govern- 
ment fcel justified in providing for the pay- 
ment. of interest on debentures. 

Such interest could be deferred, and could 
be paid at a later date ont of the revenue 
which the companies might expect to earn 
when normal conditions were restored. . 

Even if the sum to be found was limited 
to the actual] excess of working expenses over 
receints, it was estimated that the State 
might have to incur a liability up to £12,000 
per week. Se be Sa 

In order to reduce this liability to the 
greatest practicable degree the Government 
would propose to take contro] of any under- 
taking which it became necessary to keep 
open with the assistance of oy funds, 
and to give such directions to the officials of 
the undertaking as would secure the greatest 
practicable economies. 

Any company so controlled would be re- 
quired to render statistical returns in a snecial 
fcrm,by which its expenditure could be checked. 
The State would then have to find the 
money to meet the excess of working ex- 
penses over receipts. It was proposed to 
take this course in the case of the Great 
Southern and Western Company from_the 
expiration of the notices which that Com- 
pany had issued. 


BARONIAL GUARANTEES, 

With regard to Bardnially-guaranteed 
lines, the liability which the Government 
would be prepared to consider would be 
limited to the amount by which any present 
abnormal loss exceeded that normally falling 
on the guarantors. ; 

So long as the companicts which were in a 
position to make their own agreements with 
the unions continued to pay the present rate 
of wages, the Government would also arrange 
for the payment of the present rates of wages 
on any line it contsol If those companies 
made an agreement providing for a reduction 
“ja wages, the Government would follow the 
agreement. The Government would thus 
avoid being involved in the wages question. 

It would be necessary to present a sup- 
plementary estimate for any expenditure in- 
volved in keeping those lines open. It was 

that both the companies and the men 
would co-operate willingly in helping the 
country over thiss difficult’ time without un- 
duly straining its resources, ——. ; 

There were obvious difficulties’ in securing

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RAILWAYS.

After the Electoral Bill and other measures 
had been discussed Mr. Johnson said that he 
Wats in agreement with a good deal oí. what 
the Minister for Trade Commerce had 
stated. They all realised thé aithoulty that 
the Government had been placed in, and felt 
that the Government was entitled. to some 
sympathy from the House in ard to the 
method of dealing with the problem, but at 
the same time what the Government was 
doing now was putting off the ‘evil day, as 
they might seem to call it, or the good day, 
as they might naem to call it. The Govern- 
mént was putting off a decision. 


REJECTED REPORTS. 


The Minister naa told them that the Go- 
vernment was fot prepared to accept either 
the majority report. or the minority report of 
the Commission. The Commission was not 
going to make any complaint of that.

The Scotter Commission also ‘recomménde4 
nationalisation, and thev had to take that h to 
account, and did take it into account when 
they made their recommendation. The «rgu- 
ments and statistics produced by that ©om- 
mission applied equally well to-day, and vhere- 
fore did not require very much comment or 
repetition. 

He wanted to say that the Minister in 
referring to. the position of the Labour "arty 
as insisting on nationalisation was under seine 
misapprehension. The Labour Patty did rot 
insist on nationalisation, but the Labour. Party 
put forward nationalisation as a reasonable 
and sensible proposition for dealing with the 
railway oh cin in Ireland, hecanse it be- 
lieved that it was not the kind of system or 
industry that could be satisfactorily “orked 
by private enterprise. 

If the

It would be well for the House to under. 
stand how the railway service in Ireland had 
been financed; what the power of extraction 
from the public pockets had been; and how 
generously the public had served the greed 
of railway shareholders. 

' He found from a report that from the year 
1871, when about hali-way between the t'me 
that the railways began. up to the end of 
1913, there had been paid into the railway 
coffers for public services, that was to say, 
or transport services, passenger and goods, 4 


less than 62 millions found. its way into the 
pockets of shareholders. 

The position had been roughly this: that 
about 40 per cent, of al] the receipts went to 
shareholders, and 60 per cent. went to running 
the railways, including management, renewals, 
and upkeep, and that pertained regularly, a 
little more and a little under, ‘up to the end of 
1915 or 1914. 

In other words, out of £100 paid for reil- 

ay traveiling by the public, about 29 per 

nt., he thought, had been spent in renewals 

nd upkeep, that was to say, in keeping in 

good order the property of the railway share- 
‘bolders. The remainder was - divided isto 
two parts, One part going to pay for all tle 
running of the railways, from the general 
rmanager’s salary down to the trimming of a 


hlamp, and the other part going to pay interest 


fand dividend on capital invested. 

He had no doubt most ple. would say 
that that was not enressonable, but they had 
to decide whether they were prepared, us a 
community, to continue that. If it was tn- 
tended that this position should be per- 
pewuated in Ireland the consequences must be 
taced. 

It meant, as a matter of fact that one-third, 

d more than one-third of the total orodacts 
f this country was going to be paid over to 
people for doing nothing, and they were rot 
going to have any real prosperity under t!.at 
system. 

He thought that the Minister was to be 
commended ior his statement, that if the BRail- 
way Companies were not able to run their 
business properly the Government had 
no right and ought not to be 
asked to guarantee dividends to share- 
holders; but when they were told that 
nationalisation must not be thought of, and 
that the railway companies must be allowed 
to ag | on their business as a private enter- 
prise, they had to bear in mind that the rail- 
way companies were responsible for the present 
conditions of the railways. 

‘These people had been responsible for run- 
ning the railways all these years, and, apart 
from the present abnormal] situation, it was 
these particular people and these particular 
companies that they had to blame for any 
maladministration, or any failure to meet the 
pene needs, or of what the public were so 

itterly complaining. 


ALL AGREE. 


The mercantile community, so far as it pad 
expressed itself; the farming community, so 
far as it had expressed itself; and the Govern- 
ment, as it had now expressed itself, were all 
in favour of private ownership of the rail- 
ways, and all agreed that the method of 
neg ownership was the best way to stimu- 
te and to ensure efficient management. 

He took it that if the travelling public 
agreed that that idea should prevail, they 
were prepared to pay for it; and if they were 
prepared to pay for it the Labour Party 
were not going *to complain; but they were 
not going to agree that the cost of. private 
enterprise, without any additional extraction

Mr. G. FitzGibbon (Dublin University) said 
that he was not prepared tc discuss national- 
isation, unification, or even the report of the 
Railway Commission, because. the time had 
hardly come for that at present. 

They must admit that the country was in a 
brtate of war, and the Government were taking 
over the railways because it was essential for 
the life of the country itself that the railways 
should run or disaster would overtake the 
whole country; it was necessary that they 
must be there to convey supplies to the 
national forces all over the country and to the 
people whe required food.

ways by the Government must of necessity at 
he moment be a war measure. 

Now, the railways here and in other 
cuuntries. were taken over in time of war, and 
they gave the mortgagees and shareholders the 
dividends the railways would have continued 
to earn but for the period of control. The 
reason, he understood, why the railways were 
unable to pay even the working expenses of 
he day was not due to mismanagement at all, 

ut to the inability of the Government to 
afford protection to the companies in the 
working of their own lines. 

He did not blame the Government, It was 
an inability which they had confessed them- 
selyes; nor did he suggest that it was due to 
any fault or incompetence on their part at all. 

When under those circumstances the com- 
panies had to cease to run, because they could 
not keep their Nnes in repair and because they 
could not call upon their servants to 
work for them in places where they 
might lose their lives owing to risks 
of war, and when the Government 
said that the trains must rún, and that the 
workers should take what were in substance 
war risks, it was the duty of the Government

Deputy Johnson had referred to the pos- 
sibilities of the Irish coal taking the place of 
English coal; but “to develop their coal mines 
they required money, which would have to lie 
idle until the mines were a paying proposition, 
But who was to provide the money? Now, if 
it went out that the money subscribed for the 
working of the railways was to be confiscated 
or to be rendered worthless, they would find 
it very hard t get money into this country 
for the development of their own resources— 
resources that they hoped to see developed 
immediately, as they had got control oí their 
own affairs. 

If the first thing the Irish Government did 
was to confiscate money put into railway de- 
bentures, which had been regarded practically 
as safe as Government Stock, an enormous 
number of people having small sums invested 
vould have their livelihood taken away. 

In ordcr to uphold the credit of the country, 
they should continue to discharge the interest 
on the debentures, and prevent capital goin 
out of the country in vast sums, because 1 
rish railway compames made default to their 

vestors their stocks would cease to be trustee 
stocks. 

Nothing could strike a greater blow at the 
credit of this country than that its largest 
industrial concern should default in this 
matter. The Government were only going to 
take over the railwaya for the cg dá. oí the 
war, and when it came to aa end the com- 
panies would carry on and meet their own 
cbligations. 

FARMER’S VIEW. 

Mr. Gorey (Carlow-Kilkenny) said that he 
believed the whole railroad system in the Free 
State could be managed by one board of direc- 
tors, for in nn ae they had much bigger 
systems managed by one board of directors or 
by one mau. The reason the railway com- 
panies were not paying was because they were 
over-staffed and over-paid—(Lebour cries of 
Foes, no’’)—and half of them had nothing to

The whole thing resolved itself into a ques- 
tion of the State keeping these railways run- 

ing. But who or what was the State! When 
hey asked the State to give subsidies they 

ere penalising everybody so that rail workers 

ight be better off than themselves. The 
sooner the nation came to grips with sub- 
eidies the better. 

It was his belief that the Government were 
behaving in a shabby manner. They would 
subsidise people whose property they could not 
save from destruction. He, therefore; did not. 
see why the railways should not be treated 
in the matter of compensation just as private 
individuals. 

Mr. O’Shannon (Louth-Meath) said that 
there was no talk of compensating the workers 
who lost their jobs through the closing 
down of the railways. The failure 
of the railways to meet the 
present situation was due, not only to war 
conditions, but to mal-edministration. i 


SPECIAL MEASURES. 


Professor Thrift (Dublin University) said 
that the present situation was due to the 
state of the country. The Great Southern 
and Western Railway Company had been run 
as the most successful institution in the 
country, and it was now brought to its pre- 
sent pctsition = to a state of anarchy, 
and because so much of its capital was lying 
unproductive. 

This was an emergency matter, and 
emergencies called for special methods. What 
hope would they have of getting people to 
develop the. resources of Ireland by invest- 
ing their money in it if the companies’ obliga- 
tions could not met ? 

He entirely supported the Government, 
and believed that they would take one 
measure they could to ensure that the rail- 
ways would be worked economically; but 
there might be greater loss involved in: their 
refusal to recognise responsibility than might 
be involved in the outlay in meeting these 
dividends. 

He was inclined to agree with Deputy 
Johnson that the outcome of the present pro- 

1 of the Government was nationalisation, 
Pot the question whether the time had come 
for it or not need not discussed. If 
nationalisation was going to be political con- 
trol, it was going to be a failure, but if it 
was going to be control by a vocational coun- 


sel failure need not necessarily follow.

COMMITTEE OF CONTROL. 

With regard to the question of the repre- 
sentation of Labour on: the Committee. of 
Control, he did not think that the time was 
ripe for him to answer that question, but in a 
few days he ‘might be able ‘to.do eo.

It was hoped to bring nhifieation 
to-the greatest pitch of . efficiency and 
economy. 

There was no subsidy being given by the 
Government on the present occasion. It was 

simply opening up a concern that was closed 
down, and they did not propose to pay afy- 
thing except the difference "betwéen the run- 
ning expenses and the receipts. 


ELECTORAL ‘BELL. - 
MINISTER’S EXPLANATION. 


In news the second reading of the Elec- 
toral Bill, Mr, Blythe said that the bill had 
been in the hands of members for some time, 
and they would haye observed that it con- 
tained no revolufionary feature. It was 
simply a re-enagtment of the” existing law, 
with modifications entailed by the prdvisions 
of the Constitution. 

There were a few minor alterations, but 
they were mostly covered by the resolutions 
pores by the Dail previous to the 6th of 

ecember. As he had stated, in introducing 
this bill, it would, in the first instance, have 
to be supplemented by a second bill dealing 
with corrupt practices. 

The Constitution provided 
in the election of members to, the Dail, and 
that the Senate should be elected by citizens 
of Saorstat Eireann over 30 years of age; it 
ES also for a referendum on laws which 
ad been passed by the Dail. and which the 
Senators desired to submit, to the people. The 
bill before the House now gave effect to these 
provisions of the Constitution. 

It altered the law .so that citizens of 21 
pears would be registered as Voters for mem- 

ers of Saorstat Eireann; it. provided also 
for a Senatorial register, but did not alter 
the Local Government franchise in any way. 
It did away with the absent voter: there 
would be no postal vote, except for ' the 
Senate and University elections. | Members 
of the Police Foree and the Army would not 
be entitled to vote. : 

In one respect a change had been made 
which. had not ‘been «discussed by. the Dail, 
It was a change which would render it diffi: 
cult to upset an election by force in an entire 
constituency. If a ballot box was destroyed 
in amy particular district a second ballot 
would only be held in that particular dis- 
trict. Therefore, if a. band of maranders 
descended upon a district and destroyed the 
ballot boxes it would not necessitate a new 
election for the entire constituency, but the 
count for the constituency would: be held over 
until the second ballot had been taken in the 
district interfered with. 


SENATE. 


As regarded Senatorial elections, the bill 
provided that part of the count would take 
place locally and part in Dublin. Of course, 
the number of voters would be enormous. 

As regards the referendum, the entire 
count could be done locally, and the Chairman 
of the Dail would announce the result. 

The Constitution provided that the number 
of members of the 
there should not be more than one for each 
20,000 of the population. The constituencies 
had consequently been recast, and they had 
endeavoured, as far as possible, to avoid 
lumping together two parts of separate 
counties, as had been done for the elections 
to that Dail. 

Kilkenny and Carlow had to be lumped to- 
gether to pve an average of 22,400 for each 
member. There were eighteen members for 
Cork, and it was proposed to divide it into 
three constituencies. e issue of writs would 
in future be made by the Clerk of the Dail. 

Mr. Finian Lynch seconded the motion. 

Alderman O’Brien (Labour, Dublin City) 
said that as a great mass of detail would re- 
quire to be gone inte, he would suggest that 
the bill be referred to a Sub-Committee of 
the House. He thought that the one franchise 
should apply to Loca! Government and Parlia- 
mentary elections. They had already ex- 
pressed their opinion with tegard to the dis- 
qualification of the poliee, and. they heaped 
to get an amendment .wpon- that point. They 
also thought that £150 was far too much to 
require as a deposit from candidates; £50 
would amply meet the case. 

They objected to the Clerk of the: Crown 
and Peace as Registration Officer, and did not 
see why that office-should not be filled by 
the Secretary to the County Council. They 
hoped that the matters he had mentioned 
might be remedied, so that the bill might be-. 
come non-controversial, and that agreement 
might be arrived at. 


MANY POINTS FOR DEBATE. 


Mr. Darrell Figgis also raised some ses 
of controversy, and said that the bill ‘was 
sc Ed neglectful of many advantages: 
ound in bas in many parts of the world. 
He thought that it would be better íor the 
country, for the House, and for the Minister. 
if it were now recognised that the bill re- 
quired many substantia] , which would 
not have been required if they had only in-. 
quired what other comntrien had done and 
were doing, ‘he 

noticed that in Clause 1, Section 4, it 
said: ‘‘Shall, for the perros of this section, 
be deemed to be ordinarily resident, “ete.,” 
but jt did not say who was to be the jud 
of what is “ ordinarily resident.” He held 
that there was grave injustice done by the

PREMIERS DISCUSS REPARATIONS.

The verdict of France on the British scheme 
fs to all appearance unanimous, She will have 
wove of it.

Rertain atmosphere of tension, there was .a 
manifest general. resolve to keep as close 
together as conditions permitted. . ; 

This afternoon a session, which the pessi- 
mists predicted would end in complete 
gupture, was in actual fact conducted ina 
businesslike and entirely cordial atmosphere, 


IMPORTANT SPEECHES. 

During the morning M, Poincaré had been 
pindying the British plan, and Mr. Bonar Law 
the French plan, with the result -that this 
afternoon each Premier made an important 
ppeech .on the two rival claims. 

The only cther speech was by M, Theuns, 
Ehe Belgian Premier, whose objections to the 
British scheme on the ground that Belgien’s 

rierity suffered under it, were at once met 

y Mr. Bonar Law's declaration that he was 
qaite ready to revise the British plan in that 


Prime Minister further declared himself 
ready to meet French objections by waiving 
the one for a German chairman of the 
new eign Finance Council, while with. re- 
gard to the French and Italian gold deposits, 
whith Britain proposed to write off against 
the debts of these countries, the gold had in 
actual fect been sent to America long ago in 
payment for war stores for the common cause,

M. POINCARE'S TWO HOURS’ 
SPEECH. 

‘At, to-morrow’s session Mr. Bonar Law pro- 
poses to reply: in fuller detail to French 
criticiems of the British scheme. Those 
criticisms M. Poincaré set forth with vigour 
and clarity in -the course of a two hours’ 
speech this afternoon. 

He began by expressing eppreciation of 
the spirit of the British Note, saying that, 
whether they agreed with it or not, it was 
obviously sincere, and they were glad to get 
into the presence of realitv. 

-His main objections to it were three 
bold :— 

1—It abrogated the Treaty of Versailles, 
and for such a step as that the consent 
ef the Parliaments of all the signatory 
‘mations was, necessary. 

B—While France had endearoured, out of 
deference to British opinion, to eliminate 
the more drastic pledges from her scheme, 

. the British scheme provided no pledges 
at all, producing during the moratorium 
period no cash and very little in kind. . 

3~<The British scheme was too lenient in 
its fixation of the total sum. 

Entering more into detail, the French 
Premier .took tion to the supersession of 
the Reparations Committee of guarantees by 
a new body, including America, and neutral 
members, and placing France, Italy, and 
Belgium, who, between them, claimed 70 
per cent. of reparations, at the mercy of an 
adverse casting vote by a German chairman. 

For these reasons he could not agree that 
the British Note should be taken as the basis 
of discussion. 

MH. BONAR LAW’S REPLY. 

Mr. Bonar Law, in reply, showed all that 
mastery of debate, particularly in. the 
handling of figures, which has made his note- 
lees speeches in the House of Commons 
famous. 

He at once echoed what M. Poincaré had 
said as to the desirability of getting into the 
presence of reality, and setting forth frankly 
and squarely the points of view of the 
respective nations. :

20'miiliard marks in the foreign market no 
more than a year hence. 

Speaking generally, the British delegates 
were. quite. ready to discuss any iled 
changes in their plan, but there were larger 
issues than this to face. There was no use in 
patching up an unworkable plan. 

France and Britain frankly differed as re- 
gards the total possibilities of German pay- 
mente. 

Britain was convinced that the only way of 
etting any considerable sum was by esta 
Éin German credit. and it was only by its 
effect. on German credit that the French plan 

could be tested. 

In his view this plan made German ro- 
covery impossible, for what France demanded 
was the actual control of German finance. 
She wanted the Allies to decide what taxes 
the Germans should, and should not, pay.

Mr. O’Shnnon ventured to express the 
opinion that the Government's plans were 
not. the best for dedling with the railway 
situation. 

Professor Thrift. expressed sympathy with 
the workers in their desire to have their 
condition in life improved, bit he said that 
that improvement would not come from any 
measure which would have the effect of 
keeping capital out of the country. 


NATIC NALISATION. 

Mr. McGrath, replying to the points raised 
in the debate, said that if unification did not 
produce the desired results, then there was 
nothing for it but natidnalisation.

THE IRISH RAILWAYS. 


VIEWS ON NATIONALISATION. 


Alderman Emil @Davies, óf London, was the 
principal speaker at a meeting of the Belfast 
branch of the Railway Nationalisation Society, 
which was held in the Clarence place Hall. 

Alderman Kyle, who presided, said that they 
had Rad two Railway Commissions lately in 
Ireland—one in the South and the other in the 
North, and both had issued minority as well 
as majority reports. In 1906 a Commission in 
Ireland, of which Lord Pirrie was a member, 
issued a majority report in favour ef 
nationalisation. 

Alderman Davies, in the course of his ad- 
dress, referred to the majority report of the 
Railway Commission for Northern Ireland, and 
said that he had not known that the railway 
system in Ireland was so satisfactory. That 
was not the impression they had in England. 
Personally, he should think that the whole; 
report was drawn up by a railway director, 
and was fifty years behind the times. He saw 
in it a lack of vision, which one found too 
often in matters of that sort. He noticed also 
that the Commission was against the grouping 
of railways, which was a principle that had 
been adopted all over the world. e rail- 
ways, he was convinced, would be nationalised 
in the course of a few years. They would have 
to be, because otherwise they would break 
down. They were in a vicious circle, and rates 
were too high. He did not. believe that the 
railways would have enough traffic, even 
although the rates were reduced, in view of 
the increase of road traffic He refused to look 
at the world in terms of money, and sug- 
gested that many great industrialists had for- 
gotten that the purpose of industry was ser- 
vice, and that the labourer was worthy of his 
hire. ; 

The workers alone would compel the bring- 
ing about of nationalisation, because the time |. 
would come when the railways could not afford 
to pay adequate wages. Therefore, either the 
workers would have to go without or be recog- 
nised as engaged in a public service, and paid 
as the community now paid its teachers or 
professors, tramwaymen, and Cabinet 
Ministers.

AN INGENIOUS RUSE.

John Mooney, of Usher's Island, whó was 
arrested by national troops on ‘Tuesday 
night, and after attempting to escape was 
fired on, wounded, and taken to Jervis street 
Haspital, Dublin, was rescued from that 
institution by armed-men at 5.50 p.m. yes- 
terday. i 

Mooney was about 20 years of age. He 
had been wounded in the thigh, the bullet 
fracturing the bone. : 

The mode of rescue was simplicity itself. 
A taxi cab. arrived .at the entrance to the 
hospital. It contained three men and the 
driver. Two of them assisted the thitd man 
out of the-cab. His ankle was bandaged, 
and he appeared to have met with a serious 
accident. Leaning heavily on the arms of 
his. two companions, and moving as though 
suffering intense “pain, the injured man was 
assisted into the abet 

When the three men had gained admission, 
however, “ the lame walked.” and the three 
went quickly into the ward where the pri- 
soner Mooney lay in bed. 7 

Whether. all three men were armed is not 
known, but the end of a revolver was séen 
sticking out of the ‘overcoat pocket of one ef 
them. 

They got Mooney 8 clothes from a ward- 
robe, and, despite the. protests of a doctor, 
who pointed out the danger of such action, 
they lifted Mooney from the bed and dressed 
him. Then they took him down the back 
stairs, and tenderly placed bim in the taxi 
cab which was in waiting at the back gate. 
The three men got in beside him, and the 
car was driven to “an unknown destina- 
tion.” ' 

The rescue had been planned to períection, 
and was carried out, with exceptional cool- 
ness. 


DUBLIN POST OFFICE 
BOMBED. 


THREE -PERSONS- INJGRED.: 

Shortly after nine o'clock last night two 
bombs were thrown at the Fowler Memorial 
Hall, Rutland square, Dublin, which since the 
destrúction of the Rink Post Office has been 
used as a temporary sorting office. One of 
the bombs exploded, wounding two gitls and 
a boy. 

A permanent armed military guerd:is sta- 
tidped at the hall, but the street door is kept 
closed, and officiaJs are admitted by a door 
porter, 

Two young men last night walked down 
Rutland square towards Sackville street, and 
as they passed the hall each flung a bomb 
at the door. Tho one that exploded lit on the 
top - of a flight: of door’ steps. 
The fragments scatteretl im all: directions. 
and these injured Margaret Starr, who was 
wounded in the left breast and right forearm ; 
her sister, Annie Starr, who had three splinter 
wounds in both legs, and a youth, whose name 
was not ascertained, whd received stight ifjury 
to the leg, but was not detained in hospital. 

The victims were taken in the Corporation 
ambulance to the Mater Misericordie Hos- 
pital. 

The fanlight over the Fowler Hall door was 
cracked in several places, but no further 
damage was done to the building. 

The second bomb was picked up off the door- 
step by a civijian, and was handed over to 
the guard, who found that the detonator .had 
heen removed. The bomb was taken to Pórtó- 
bello Barracks. 

After throwing the bombs the two young 
men ran towards the Rotunda, and then 
mingled with the crowd in Sackville street, 
which had been attracted by the explosion. 

The porter, who was on duty. inside the 
door when the explosion took place, had 
little to say on the. subject. “The -ex- 
plosion .shook the building,’ he said, “ but 
caused no damage beyond cracking the giass 
in the fanlight in a few places.” 

A soldier was on duty in the hall at.the 
time. but was about twenty feet away from 
the door. There were numerous sorters, 
postmen, and other officials at work in the 
rear of the building.

THE RUSSIAN TRADE 


MONOPOLY.

MOSCOW, Wednesday. 

The Russian foreign trade monopoly, which 
is considered to be one of the biggest strong- 
holds of the Communistic State, instead of 
being lifted, as represented in certain quarters, 
will be carried out completely, according to a 
member of the Central Committee of the Com- 
munist Party, It is proposed to make it com- 
pulsory for Communists to support the mon- 
opoly, otherwise, it is declared, European and 
American capital. would bring a commercial 
intervention. 

The monopoly is the institution through 
which all business with Europe and America, 
contracts, concessions, importation and expor- 
tation, is done. It is the bulwark on which 
the Communist system largely depends. Its 
abolition, which was erroneously reported 
some time ago, when the question was much 
discussed, would mean freedom for ‘Russia's 
international trade such as. other countries 
have at present. It would also undermine the 
(Government 's present possession of the large 
industries by creating cheap foreign com- 
petition: 

In reaffirming the necessity for the main- 
tenance of the foreign trade monopoly, the 
Pravda declares that otherwise. foreign capital 
will get al] the raw materials out of Russia, 
and invade the Russian markets with raw 
materials that Russia does not need nor want.

The new and striking fact in the whole 
situation is. that there .is at lest a British 
plan, and we are disposed to think that the 
irritation aroused by details has prevented a 
clear realisation in Paris of the full scope and 
character of.the scheme put forward by Mr. 
Béuar- Law, The scheme is advanced as a 
reasonable and economic solution:of the whole 
harassing problem. 

The task of the statesmen at the Paris Con- 
ference is to establish a coinpromise—not a mere 
verbal and-insincetfe compromise of the kind 
that has increased confusion in the past, but 
a genuine working compromise, based on a 
clear recognition of all the economic and 
political factors of the situation. The British 
and French - views are. now clearly and 
emphatically stated. There is no excuse for 
further’ misunderstanding, no occasion to 
evade a decision ou purely personal grounds. 
Our City Editor points out that. with the 
good-will that is undoubtedly present in the 
discussions, it should not prove impossible to 
bridge over the differences between the British 
and the French view. On the length of the 
moratorium, the methods of payment and the 
character of the body that is to supervise Ger- 
man financial reform, a common view might, 
he considers, be established without great 
difficulty. There is also room for discussion 
in the matter of the percentages. _ Whether 
sanctions should be applied before or after the 
experiment in German financial reform is a 
question on which agreement could hardly be 
reached without considerable concessions on 
both sides in other directions. 

The great advantage of the present discus- 
sions is that the British proposals bring the 
whole question down to realities. If a com- 
romise is established on this basis, it can 
be only a compromise that will work,

Captain A. Matthews, of the s.s. Hatteras, 
belonging to the United States Shipping 
Board, was taken seriously ill. There was no 
doctor on board: the vessel, and a wireless 
appeal was sent out to passing liners for 
medical advice. 

The doctor on the liner Finland, after being 
told the nature of the captain’s illness, sent 
a prescription by wireless, but, despite this 
assistance, death took place shortly after- 
wards. 

The President Adams, some 240 miles dis- 
tant, next got into communication with the 
Hatteras, was informed of the captain’s death, 
and learned that he was to be buried at 
sea. 

A clergyman on board the former vessel 
volunteered to read the Burial Service, which 
was wirelessed to the Hatteras as the body 
was being lowered over the vessel's side into 
the ocean.

| SOLDIER SHOT DEAD. 
HIGHWAY ROBBERY NEAR 
NENAGH. 


At ‘about 8 o'clock on Tuesday night a 
national soldier named William Hogan, aged 
20, a native of Birdhill, Co. Tipperary, was 
shot dead in a public-honse in the village of 
Silvermines, five miles from Nenagh. 

Hié assailant opened the door of the public. 
house and fired two shots, both of which took 
effect. The murderer escaped. The soldier's 
remains were taken to Nenagh Workhouse 
morgue for ah inquest á 

A farmer and cattle dealer named Farrell, 
who lives near Birr, was cycling towards 
Nenagh cn his way to a fair in Newcastle 
West. Co Limerick, on Tuesday morning, 
whett he was stopped by three armed and 
masked men at Beechwood, about three miles 
from Nenagh, and robbed of £465, mostly in 
£10 notes, which he had concealed in the lin- 
ing of his hat. The robbers were dressed like 
tramps. They cut the tyres off Farrell's 
bicvele. but he walked to Nenagh and re- 
ported the robbery to the military authorities.

STATION BURNED. 
OPERATIONS AGAINST ARMED 
MEN. 

--The Dublin- and South-Eastern Railway 
Company's important station. at Macmine 
Junction, County Wexford, was burned to the 
round by armed men during Tuesday night. 

‘he permanent way, howéver, was not 
damaged, and the train service ‘was, therefore, 
eontinued yesterday. 

Macmine Junction is an important point of 
he Dublin and South-Eastern system, and 
oll it the New Ross and Waterford, as well 
as the main line to Wexford and Rosslare, are 
worked. It has been the 8¢ene of numerous 
recent attacks on trains, and only a few 
weeks ago the local signal station was set on 
fire. 

On inquiry at Westland Row Station yes- 
terday an Irish Times reporter was told that 
the station had been completely destroyed 
by the raiders. The only thing saved was a 
amal] portion of the signal cabin. A party of 
armed men called during the early hours of 
the morning, and knocking up the station- 
master, who, with his wife and children, iived 
on the premises, forced them to give up the 
kevs. They ordered thé family out, and 
apsiakled the entire structure with petrol, 
afterwards setting it ablaze. The station- 
master and his family are thus deprived of 
their home. The station was built +lmost 
wholly of wood and cofrugated iron. There- 
fore it burned rapidly. The amount of the 
damage is not yet known. 


FIGHTS WITH ARMED MEN. 

National forces made reconnaissances in 
South Wexford last ‘week. The officer in 
charge of Wellington Bridge outpost, Captain 
McConville, went in a motor car to Clongeen, 
where he was informed that two armed batik 
and “ttain raiders were drinking. Captain 
McConvile: was- accompanied by a sergeant 
and .a private, and on their arrival in tie 
village they ran into a party of 35 armed 
civilians, stated to be under the command of 
Bob Lambert. Captain McConville called on 
them to halt, and the civilians replied with 
rifle and revolver shots. 
The sergeant rushed the prblichouse, and in 
doing so was arrested. Meanwhile the captain 
and private engaged the civilians, and si‘c- 
ceeded. in getting clear and reaching their 
outpost, but on their return with a Crossley 
car and troops they found that,their assailants 
had disappeared. It was learned that one of 
the civilians—Michael Morris, Kyle—in « roas- 
ing a fence was killed by the discharge of his 
own rifle. 8 

CYCLING CORPS IN ACTION, 

An engagement between a cycling corps of 
the National troops and a number of srmed 
men took place at Kyle, Wexford. The cycling 
corps left Wexford on Friday night nuder the 
command of Lieut. W. Holland and Lieut. D 
Lawler, When they had patrolled a large 
area, a hait to rest the troops was made at 
Kilpatrick . crossroads, Kyle, at a.m, on 
Saturday. . Shortly afterwards a party «f 15 
men appeared on the road. Lieut. Holland 
challenged them, and there was an immediate 
reply of rifle and revolver shots. The troops re- 
turned the fire, A brisk fight ensued for about 
@ quarter.of an hour, during which the armed 
men succeeded in gaining cover in the adjoin- 
ing lands. At daybreak two women. stated 
to be closely associated with the anti-Treaty 
movement, passed through the line of troops. 
At a later stage a second party of civilians 
under Bob Lambert's command, arrived. The 
civilians, whose total strength is computed as 
44, were equipped with Lewis and buana 
guns, ''Peter the Paintera,” rifles, and 
reyolvers, k 
Between 6 and 7 a.m. a strong attack was 
opened on the troops from three points. The 
tfoops, who were outnumbered, foiled. 
attempt to encircle them, and for almost 
three hours the fight raged. 
At about 9 a.m. information reached Ferry- 
carrig outpost of what was taking place, and 
word was sent to Wexford, from which 
Commandant Sean Gallagher and Lieutenant 
T. Cousins, with a party, went to the scene. 
Taking up a central position, the troops 
opened a vigorous ‘fire on their attackers.- 
whom they succeeded in driving away The 
only casualty sustained by the troops was 
Lieutenant Holland, who received a slight 
flesh wound. On the attackers’ flight two 
rifles, three revolvers, two holsters, a quantity 
of live ammunition,.and a black velour hat 
were found. Two of the reputed leaders were 
observed to drive away in @ motor car. A 
civilian-is reported to have been killed, and 
others. are said to have been wounded during

GREAT ,.DETECTIVE 


DEAD. 


MAN WHO PROSECUTED 
HIS OWN OFFICERS. 


The death was announced from Matlock 
yesterday of ex-Chief Ins r J. G. Little- 
child, a famous Scotland Yard detective of 
the older school. Mr. Littlechild had been ill 
for many months, and died at a hydro.

“yard” dated back to the time before the 
foundation of the C.1.D. at the end of the 
‘seventies; and he had for the last two years 
been at the head of 4 confidential inquiry busi- 
ness, with headquarters in Gr eager A

the great Turf frauds e 
ia scandal, and the days of the Fenian 


movement, when attempts were made to blow 
up Scotland Yard itself. 

The Turf frauds trial took place in 1877, and 
five men were sentenced to penal servitude 
for obtaining large sums of money from the 
Countess de Goncourt by an elaborate swindle, 
in which they used an English newspaper, 
which was printed specially to deceive the 
victim, who resided in Paris. It was dis- 
covered that certain police officials had been 
giving information to the chief conspirators, 
and the sequel was dramatic Mr. Little- 
child. then a sergeant, was called upon to 
arrest three of his superior officers. 

Mr. Littlechild was placed in charge of the 
special branch which was formed to deal with 
the Fenian dynamitards in the ‘eighties, and 
he rendered important service in connection 
with the Oscar Wilde case in 1895. During 
the last few vears he ceased to take an active 
art in his business, and spent his time in his 
“á at Clapham and at a Bognor cottage. 
He was fond of music, and sang uncommonly 
well. A widower, with three. married 
danghters, he had passed his 75th birthday.

INQUEST STORY OF A 
STREET SCENE.

We find that William Merriman died on 
Saturday, November 25th, at Wexford, from 
shock and hemoorhage the result of a bullet 
wound through the chest. We believe the 
fatal shot was fired by Private Cassidy, but 
not with wilful intent. We consider it a case 


of misadventure.” 

This verdict was returned at the resumed 
inquest, which concluded on Tuesday even- 
ing at Wexford into the circumstances con- 
cerning the fatal wounding of Merriman, an 
ex-Irish Guardsman. 

Private John Cassidy deposed that, he and 
Private Doyle were partaking of tea in Mrs. 
Moran’s shop, in South Main street, on the 
evening of the shooting. They heard two 
shots and left the premises, and going in the 
direction of Messrs.. J. Sinnott’s shop they 
saw a civilian named Martin Dempsey give 
Lieutenant Wm. Kavanagh a kick. ‘he 
lieutenant dropped his revolver, which 
Dempsey grabbed and held up against the 
lieutenant. The witnéss then fired a shot in 
the air to direct Dempsey 'a attention away 
from the lieutenant. When the witness came 
u Dempsey handed him Lieutenant 
Kavanagh's revolver. The witness did not 
hear till later that Merriman was shot. 

Replying to Mr. Hector Hughes (who, in- 
structed by Mr. Wm. Caulfield, solicitor, ap- 
peared for the next-of-kin), the witness stated 
that his object in ' covering ” Dempsey with 
the revolver was to shoot him if it were neces- 
sary. 

In further cross-examination he stated that 
Dempsey did not fire a shot from the time 
that he picked up the revolver until he handed 
it to him. He was subsequently talking ab¢ ut 
shooting to Dempsey, who said that he (wit- 
ness) could have shot him if he liked. 


CIVILIAN’S TESTIMONY. 


John Fenhen, an ex-soldier, examined by 
Mr. J. P. Kenny (who, instructed by Mr. T. 
B. Dunbar, solicitor, Enniscorthy, appeared 
for the Army authorities), deposed that he 
saw Lieutenant Kavanagh arguing with a 
ballad singer, who twice refused to go to the 
barracks with him. Lieutenant Kavanagh 
gave the singe: a box, and Dempsey walked 
across the road and said, ‘“‘You are a 
cowardly man to do that.” Lieutenant 
Kavanagh then shoved Dempsey, and the 
latter retaliated with another shove, In the 
altercation Lieutenant Kavanagh fired two 
shots towards the ground. Dempsey «icked 
the revolver from his hand, and in a second 
or two ro witness RE“ a third shot which 
was a '“']ive ” one. e other two a 
to be blank. pá oer 

Answering Mr. Hughes the witness stated 
that if a shot went off from the revolver 
which Dempsey had it would have gone in the 
ao direction to where Merriman vas 
illed. 


LIEUTENANT DESCRIBES SCENE. 


Lieutenant Wm. Kavanagh deposed ;hat in 
accordance with instructions he proceeded to 
arrest a ballad singer who answered the 
description of a man who was “ wanted.” He 
knew the singer who had been formerly a 
member of the garrison. He said to the 
singer, “I beg your pardon .for a second; I 
want you.’ The singer pulled way 
and when the witness caught tim 
he refused to o to the barracks 
Jempsey, with another man, came over to 
them, and Dempsey said: “Let that man 
alone.” The witness struck Dempsey on the 
chin. While he had his left hand on the 
singer he drew his revolver, and in order to 
get the singer away as quietly as possible he 
red a shot to the ground. Dempsey then 
kicked the witness, and in falling to the 
round he dropped his revolver, which

Mrs. Roberts deposed, in reply to Mr. 
Hughes, that she saw a soldier and civilian 
(Dempsey) arguing on the street. They came 
to blows. She saw Dempse backing away 
while the soldier fired two shots at him. A 
third shot, which she saw fired by Private 
Carsidy, rang down the street, and imme- 
diately she heard three moans. 

Martin Dempsey, plasterer, deposed that 
when he saw Lieutenant Kavanagh strike the 
street-singer in the face he said: “ You are 
not going to hit a poor creature like that, who 
is trying to earn his livi by singing.’’ 
‘What do you want?” replied Ijeutenant 
Kavanagh,e who then knocked down he wit- 
ness. The witness got up and ran out on the 
street, and Lieutenant Kavanagh fired shots 
at his feet. The witness jumped and knocked 
the revolver from Lieutenant Kavanagh, but 
did not fire any shot. 


COMMANDANT’S EVIDENCE. 


Commandant W. J. Brennan-Whitmore 
stated that he ordered Lieutenant Kavanagh 
and Private Cassidy to be confined tobarracks 
after the shooting ponding inquiries. They 
were not placed under arrest. 

Asked by Mr. R. Moran, a juror, if it were 
truc that Lieut. Kavanagh jumped trom the 
barrack wall on that night and sustained in- 
uries which accounted for his removal to 

ospital, the Commandant stated that he 
found Lieutenant oo Mag in a laneway 
beside the barracks with a dislocated shoulder. 

The Commandant paid a tribute to Lieu- 
tenant Kavanagh's fighting ‘qualities, and 
added that he had only returned on the day 
preceding the shooting from a Dublin hosp!-

WAITING FOR HASSAN 
BEY 


TURKS AND ANOTHER 
CONFERENCE. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Ovurn Own CORRESPONDENT. 

LAUSANNE, Wednesday. 
Lord Curzon has returned from Paris, and 
has since discussed the position here with 
the Allied delegates, but until Hassan Bey 
has come back from Angora, bringing with 
him the new instructions of the National 
Assembly, there are not likely to be any im- 


portant decisions. 

Hassan is expected to return about the 
middle of next week, and,, according to re- 

rts circulating here, the Turks are not 
ikely to make any further concessions in re- 
gard to Mosul and the capitulations. 

It is felt here that the future course cf 
the Conference will depend largely tpon the 
result of the Paris négotiations, and the 
prospect is not regarded with any undue 
optimism. It is understood that Mr. Bonar 
Law has left Lord Curzon with an entirely 
free hand to act as circumstances demand. 

To-day was virtually a blank -day, only 
the Sub-Commission on Minorities meeting. 

Ismet Pasha, I hear, has sent a cordial 
New Year message to Lord Curzon, and the 
desire to maintain friendly personal relations 
by both sides is shown by a little incident 
which has attracted some attention. 

A Hungarian artist here has drawn a 
series of caricatures of the Conference 
leaders. one of which depicts a very large- 
sized Lord Curzon shaking hands with a very 
small figure of Ismet. At the request of the 
British delegates, who are apparently anxious 
not to hurt the susceptibilities of the Turks, 
this has been withdrawn from circulation.

TURKS BELIEVE THAT IT WILL

CONSTANTINOPLE, Wednesday. 

Last night’s dispatches from Angora, where 
the Grand National Assembly was still de- 
bating the attitude to be taken toward the 
Lausanne proposals, indicate strong opposition 
to any further concessions to the Alles, even 
at the risk of breaking off the Conference. 

While no official announcement of the 
Assembly's policy has been made, it is under- 
stood that last night instructions were tele- 
graphed to Ismet Pasha to contimue resistence 
to the Allied pressure, and comply completely 
with instructions given him when he left for 
Lausanne. 

It is believed that the Turkish refusal to 
give ground. on the questions of Mosul and 
the capitulations is due to the conviction that 
should Lausanne break down the question of 
Allied interests would necessitate calling a 
later Conference, where Turkey would be in 
even a stronger position. 

Angora yesterday sent a Note to the Inter- 
Alli Commission, protesting against the 
treatment of the Turkish prisoners interned in 
Greece, and declaring that unless Greece im- 
proved the treatment, Turkey would use re- 
prisals against Greek prisoners of war now in 
Anatolia.

NEGOTIATIONS IN DUBLIN. 


A conference between representatives of 
the shippers and of the Dockers’ Section of 
the Irish Transport Union took place in the 
Ministry of Labour, Dublin, yesterday, to 
consider the proposal to reduce dockers’ wages 
in the Free State by 2s. per day in two 
*“oyts ”' of 1s. now and ls. on Ist of April. 

In Dublin the rate of wages paid to dockers 
is 17s. per day for oversea ships and 14s. for 
cross-Channel boats, as against lls. paid in 
British ports. 

The present offer is a modification of the 
shippers’ original proposal for a reductioh in 
one “cut” of 2s. per day, to come into 
operation on New Year's Day. 

At yesterday’s meeting fresh proposals were 
mede, which will be submitted to a meeting 
of the men on Friday. 


MINERAL WATER OPERATIVES. 


A conference between representatives of the 
Dublin Mineral Water Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation and the Irish Transport Union took 
place yesterday in connection with a proposed 
reduction on the existing wage of 1s. ód. per 
hour. A proposal was submitted to a meet- 
ing of the men last night, and it is ho 
that a settlement will be effected at a further 
conference. 


THE FLOUR MILLERS. 

It is understood that no settlement was 
reached at the adjourned conference of. Irish 
flour millers and their employés which took 
place yesterday relative to a proposal] that the 
workers’ wages should be ch vs by 18s. per 
week in the case of city mills, with a lower 
““eut ” in the case of country mills. 


THE RAILWAY SITUATION. 


At the offices of the National Union of 
Railwaymen, as well as at those of the rail- 
way companies, there was an absolute dearth 
of information regarding the railway situation 
yesterday. 

Both sides were awaiting “the promised 
announcement of the Government in the Dail, 
and consequently no statements were issued 
for publication. 

PORT GRANEMEN RETURN TO

Having ceased work because of a proposed 
reduction in their numbers, the crahemen em- 
ployed by the Dublin Port and Docks Board 
resumed work yesterday on the conditions’ 
laid down by the Board. 
ere was no question of wages or hours 
involved, and the strike was not sanctioned 
by the union. 

A conference between representatives of the 
cranemen and the Board took place in the 
afternoon, and it is understood that, while no 
undertaking was given, the men whose ser- 
vices may be dispensed with will ‘be re-em- 
ployed as opportunity offers.

The 
police issued an inquiry for the upholsterer, 
and McLeod reported himself at Lincoln 
police station, Yesterday at Stockport he was 
charged with murdering Miss Gilchrist. and 
remanded till Tuesday next. He has made no 
statement.

BREAKFAST. 


SHORTCOMINGS. OF /THE 
AVERAGE TABLE. 


Some rather alarming remarks about the 
onstitution of the average British breakfast 
were made by Professor Winifred Cullis -in 4 
lecture at tho Scientific Novelties Exhibition 
in London, es 
ig She emphasised what she called the he 
danger’’ of thé nation og sven | from — . 
ficiency of vitamines, not from eri beri an 
seurvy and stich diseases, bat from diminished 
activity. 

Too many people, she said, 
much on bread and margarine, while frozen 
meat was to be found in too many homes. The 
average breakfast, unless one took a tomato 
or, better still, an egg, with one’s bacon; was 
deficient in vitamines, for the cooking of jam 
and marmalade destroyed the vitamines of the 
fruit 
While repadiating the idea that the proper 
food of man was man, she added that ex- 
periments on animals showed that we could do 
with less protein if we fed on humarí flesh 
than or any other flesh known. 

Fat soluble, the vitamine A, which was 
essential! for growth, was to be found in 
butter, cream, cod liver oil, and such green 
vegetables as cabbage, lettuce, and spinach, 
but not in most forms of margarine. 

Vitamine B was to be found in seeds, such 
as wheat and rice, eggs, and yeast. 

Vitamine © was found in green vegetables, 
especially raw cabbage and fruit. Tomatoes 
contained A. B. and C, but retained them 
when cooked.

EXCITING INCIDENT AT 
MILLERS’ CONFERENCE, : 

Two young men visited the conference on 
Irish flour millers’ wages at the Ministry of 
Labour; Lord Edward street, Dublin, on 
Tuesday night, apparently’ for the purpose 
ot shooting Mr. Joseph McGrath, the Free 
State Minister of Industry and Commerce. 

The conference chamber, on an upper floor 
of the Ministry buildings, is a long narrow 
room, in which there are rows‘of iron pillars 
that obscure a certain numbér of people. 

The conference’ meeting was drawing to 4 
close, when three young men arrived at the 
Ministry buildings and asked for one of the 
delegates. An attendant took them upstairs, 
but, pushing him aside, they opened the door 
of the conference dhamber and asked for Mr. 
McGrath. They were told that he was not 
present. Two of them, however, stood with 
drawn revolvers at the door. 

A delegate, on hearing the commotion; 
looked from behind a pillar. 

One of the armed men shonted—* Hands 
up; you're McGrath ! ” and was about to fire, 
when several of the delegates convinced him 
that the man was not Mr. McGrath. 

The armed men then put their revolvers into 
their pockets and.went away.

COMPETENT IRISH ENGINEERS

Professor Pierce F. Purcell in his presi- 
dential address to the Institute of Civil 
Engineers of Ireland said:—I think it my 
gf to call attention to the current practice 
in Ireland in referenge to the design of rein- 
forced concrete structures. As is well-known, 
there are numefous firms in London, and 
other centres, who specialise in the desigr of 
reinforced concrete structures. In the 
majority of cases these firms are associated 
with some particular patented process or 
arrangement of the steel bars forming the 
reinforcement. The advice of these firms is 
sought by clients and designs are provided, 
for which payment is made, either as a per- 
centage on the cost of the work, or else the 
steel is supplied at a certain price per ton. 
Now ‘this practice often has the result of 
preventing clients from receiving competitive 
tenders for the steelwork required. Further, 
many of our young engineers have to proceed 
across Channel to secure employment on the 
design of structures for this country. The 
greater part of the design and construction 
of a reinforced concrete building is of a purely 
engineering character, and hence in spch cases 
engineers and architects should collaborate 
and share in joint responsibility for the 
structure. 

Granting that specialist 
experience are required for the design and 
construction of important reinforced concrete 


1 structures, in my humble opinion there are 


competent persons in Ireland who can handle 
such work, and, further, there are numbers of 
men with extensive experience at present 
engaged in London and elsewhere, who only 
look for an opportunity to return to engage 
in similar work at home. There is no reason 
why such services should not be availed of, 
ie clients would in this way get the work 
designed and carried out at least as efficiently 
as now, and contracts could be let without 
being bound to any particular system of 
construction or arrangement of reinforce- 
ment.

LA SCALA THEATRE. 


the La Scala Theatre and Opera Honse, 
Dublin, is one of the new buildings in the 
city, the construction, decoration, equip- 
ment, and furnishing of which were carried 
out entirely by Dublin firms, and as far as 
possible by Irish materials. The general con- 
tractors were Messrs. J. and R. Thompson, 
Lid., of Dublin and Belfast, and the architect 
Mr. T. F. MacNamara, M.R.LA.I., in whose 
hands the project was placed by Messrs. 
Frank W. Chambers and G. P,. Fleming. 
The heating wae carried out by Hadens 
Engineering Co., and the ornamental iron 
and brass work by Messrs. J. and C. 
McGloughlin. 

The building, which has @ frontage of 130 
feet ip Prince s street, and extends back for 
260 feet to Abbey street, is constructed on 
the Mouchel-Hennebique system of ferro-con- 
crete, and is probably the finest example of 
this class of building in respect. of magni- 
tude. ‘The auditorium is of magnificent pro- 
portions, the roof has a clear span of 75 feet, 
and is supported by ferro-concrete beams. 
Seating accommodation is provided for 1,400 
people, with sufficient width between - the 
rows of seats for easy passage to and fro, and 
all necessary gangways for easy access to 
every part of the circles and stalls. Both of 
the circles are carried on cantilever construc- 
tion, which system absolutely does away with 
the need for obstructive pillars or other in- 
termediate supports generally found in these 
buildings. In addition to the auditorium the 
building contains a fine ballroom, cafes, 
lounges, and rooms for social gatherings. 

The ballroom is panelled in mahogany, and 
the main entrance hall and lounge in oak. 
Special interest attaches to this woodwork, 
and to the doors and panels used throughout 
the building. All this material, beautifully 
carved and ornamented, was originally in- 
tended for the White Star liner, Britannic, 
which was commandeered before completion, 
utilised as an hospital ship, and finally tor- 
pedoed in the Aigean Sea. 

The fibrous plaster decorations in the build- 
ing were carried out by Messrs. George Rome 

Co., of Dublin, Ltd. Particularly fine 
examples of their work are seen in the Louis 
Quinze style on the ceiling of the first floor 
lounge, and also in the ceiling of the audi- 
torium.

ELECTRIC CEMENT, 
———--&— ——. 

The new cement now known as “electric 
cement ' is manufactured by fusion of the 
raw materials in an electric furnace. The 
main reason which led to the adoption of 
electricity was the high price of goal, and, 
after painstaking research and numerous 
failures, the experimenters had the pleasant 
surprise of finding that the product obtained 
sera | important advantages over ordinary 

ortland cement. The most noteworthy 
claims made for it are:—({1) Although selow- 
setting, it hardens rapidly, its strength after 
24 hours equalling that of ordinary Portland 
cement after 28 days; (2) its ultimate strength 
being much greater than that of Portland 
cement, the safe working stresses can be in- 
creased to three times those now generally 
adopted; and (3) it resiste absolutely the 
action of sed water. These advantages are of 
sufficient importance to outweigh the higher 
cost of the material. It must be noted that 
electric coment cannot be used together with 
or mixed with other varieties of cement or 
lime, and that great care must be taken when 
mixing it to see that all utensils have been 
thoroughly cleaned, so that no trace of lime 
or cement other than electric cement remains 
on or in them.

Professor Pierce F. Purcell in his presi- 
dential address to the Institute of Civil 
Engineers of Ireland said:—I think it my 
ag 1 to call attention to the current practice 
in Ireland in reference to the design of ‘rein- 
forced concrete structures. As is well-known, 
there are numefous firms in London, and 
other centres, who specialise in the desigs of 
reinforced concrete structures. In the 
majority of cases these firms are associated 
with some particular patented process or 
arrangement of the steel bars forming the 
reinforcement. The advice of these firms is 
sought by clients and designs are provided, 
for which payment is made, either as a per- 
centage on the cost of the work, or else the 
steel is supplied at a certain price per ton. 
Now this practice often has the result of 
preventing clients from receiving competitive 
tenders for the steelwork required. Further, 
many of our young engineers have to proceed 
across Channel to secure employment on the 
design of structures for this country. The 
greater part of the design and construction 
of a reinforced concrete building is of a purely 
engineering character, and hence in spch cases | 
engineers and architects should collaborate 
and share in joint responsibility for the 
structure. 

Granting that specialist knowledge and 
experience are required for the design and 
construction of important reinforced concrete 
structures, in my humble opinion there are 
competent petsons in Ireland who can handle 
such work, and, further, there are numbers of 
men with extensive experience at present 
engaged in London and elsewhere, who only 
look for an opportunity to return to engage 
in similar work at home. There is no reason 
why such services should not be availed of, 
and clients would in this way get the work 
designed and carried out at least as efficiently 
as now, and contracts could be let without 
being bound to any particular system of 
construction or arrangement of reinforce- 
ment.

THIRTY-STOREY CONCRETE 
BUILDING,

Plans have been prépared by a German 
engineer for the construction of an unusually 
high reinforced concrete building for use in 
connection with the fairs held from time to 
time at Leipzig. The structure will be 410ft. 
high and of circular form, with a central well, 
00tt. in diameter, around which accommo- 
dation will be provided for exhibits, the byild- 
ing comprising thirty storeys in all. Adequate 
provision is made by means of lifts for the 
transport of visitors and goods to the various 
floors. The main reason assigned for the con- 
struction of the building is the lack of floor 
area on the exhibition grounds, but it will 
also constitute a remarkable example of rein- 
forced concrete work.

LA SCALA THEATRE.

The La Scala Theatre and Opera Honse, 
Dublin, is one of the new buildings in the 
city, the construction, decoration, equip- 
ment, and furnishing of which were carried 
out entirely by Dublin firms, and as far as 
possible by Irish materials. The general con- 
tractors were Messrs. J. and R. Thompson, 
Lid., of Dublin and Belfast, and the architect 
Mr, T. F. MacNamara, M.R.LA.I., in whose 
hands the project was placed by Messrs. 
Frank W. Chambers and G, P. Fleming. 
The heating was carried out by Hadens 
Engineering Co., and the ornamental iron 
and brass work by Messrs. J. and C. 
McGlonghlin. 

The building, which has a frontage of 130 
feet ip Prince a street, and extends back for 
260: feet to Abbey street, is constructed on 
the Mouchel-Hennebique system of ferro-con- 
crete, and is probably the finest example of 
this class of building in respect of magni- 
tude. The auditorium is of magnificent pro- 
portions, the roof has a clear span of 75 feet, 
and is supported by ferro-concrete beams. 
Seating accommodation is provided for 1,400 
people, with sufficient width between the 
rows of seats for easy passage to and fro, and 
all necessary gangways for easy access to 
every part of the circles and stalls. Both of 
the circles are carried on cantilever construc- 
tion, which system absolutely does away with 
the need for obstructive pillars or other in- 
termediate supports generally found in these 
buildings. In addition to the auditorium the 
building contains a fine ballroom, cafes, 
lounges, and rooms for social gatherings. 

The ballroom is panelled in mahogany, and 
the main entrance hall and lounge in oak. 
Special interest attaches to this woodwork, 
and to the doors and panels used throughout 
the building. All this material, beautifully 
carved and ornamented, was originally in- 
tended for the White Star liner, Britannic, 
which was commandeered before completion, 
utilised as an hospital ship, and finally tor- 
pedoed in the Aigean Sea. 

The fibrous plaster decorations in the build- 
ing were carried out by Messrs. George Rome 
and Co., of Dublin, Lid. Particularly fine 


‘examples of their work are seen in the Louis 


Quinze style on the ceiling of the first floor 
lounge, and also in the ceiling of the audi- 
torium. The ferro-concrete fronts of the 
boxes and circles are also ornamented with 
fibrous plaster, with a colour scheme of white 
and gold. 

The theatre is one of the most beautifal of 
modern buildings, and the acoustical pro- 
perties of the auditorium are perfect, being 
characterised by remarkable sonority of free- 
dom from echo.

ELECTRIC CEMENT, 


— ee 


The new cement now known as “‘ electric 
cement ' is manufactured by fusion of the 
raw materials in an electric furnace. The 
main reason which led to the adoption of 
electricity wae the high price of coal, and, 
after painstaking research and numerous 
failures, the experimenters had the pleasant 
surprise of finding that the product obtained 
ossessed important ad vantages over ordinary 
ortland cement. The most noteworthy 
claims made for it are:—({1) Although slow- 
setting, it hardens rapidly, its strength after 
24 hours equalling that of ordinary Portland 
cement after 28 days; (2) its ultimate strength 
being much greater than that of Portland 
cement, the safe working stresses can be in- 
creased to three times those now generaliy 
adopted; and (2) it resiste absolutely the 
action of sed water. These advantages are of 
sufficient importance to outweigh the higher 
cost of the material. It must be noted that 
electric coment cannot be used together with 
or mixed with other varieties of cement or 
lime, and that great care must be taken when 
mixing it to see that all utensils have been 
thoroughly cleaned, so that no trace of lime 
or cement other than electric cement remains 
on or in them. 


THE BANN POWER SCHEME,

' At Portadown Chamber of Commerce, Jr. 
Williamson said that there were two schemes 
in hand for obtaining power from the River | 
Bann. It was proposed to obtain about 10,000 
horse-power, and to use Lough Neagh as a 
reseryoir,-and powers were being sought to 
use the lough about two feet above summer 
level, and one foot under winter level, It was 
proposed to erect the power station near Cole- 
raine, and to build sluices on the weir at 
Toome, to regulate the level of the lough. 


THE QUALIFICATIONS OF IRISH 
SURVEYORS. 


An Order by the L.G. Minister declares 
that no person shall be appointed a County 
Surveyor ie his qualifications have veen 
certified by the C.S. Commissioners; he has 
been regularly trained as a civil engineer, or 
has had for not less than four years charge of 
important works; he is not less than 26 or 
more than 40, and possesses such knowledge 
of Irish as the Minister may: deem necessary. 
Assistant County Surveyors must hold a de- 
gree in civil engineering or a diploma from 
the Royal College of Science for Ireland, or 
be qualified by examination for County Eur- 
veyorship, or for M.I.C.E., LCE, er 
1.M.C.E.; must not be less than 21 or -nore 
than 45, and have such knowledge of Jrish 
as the Minister may deem necessary. 


POWLER MEMORIAL HALL AS POSTAL 
SORTING “‘FFICE.,

When the sorting office in the Rotunda 
Rink was destfoyed by fire some weeks ago 
the postal authorities were obliged to lok 
around for accommodation of a spacious 
character. This was found in the Fowler 
Memorial Hall at No. 10 Rutland square Fast. 
The building is one of the oldest and best 
known in the city, and has been associated 
for a jong period with the Grand Orange 
Lodge of Ireland, which had its hall and head- 
quarters there. Within its walls the Dublin 
Protestant Insurance Society also transacted 
its business in recent years. In the spring of 
last year the hall was seized by a body cf 
armed men who utilised it as a centre of 
operations for those engaged in the Belfast 
boycott, and a number of Belfast refugees 
were housed there during the summer. When 
the trouble broke out in June last the Orange 
Hall was attacked simultaneously with the 
Four Courts and was evacuated on the first 
day of the hostilities, and also considerably 
damaged by fire. 

A staff of workmen have been engaged for 
a number of weeks past in refitting the in- 
terior and making the alterations necessary 
for the efficient working of the sorting staff of 
the Post Office.
